THE MAR IN IHE IRON MASK. 

It wns into one da the bombproofs of the 
Fortress of Si. Marguerite that, on the Both 
dnv of April, 16i"iS, a HBJtn was introduced by 
Honsieni Of .St. Mars, lie bad conducted Inn- 
from Pignerol, in Piedmont, then n province 
of France, where ho had been incarcerated 
since 1863. This prisoner wore upon his face, 
Inght and day. a mask of black velvet fastened 
upon binds ol copper, and so constructed as to 
permit ot the free use of the mouth The 
fornlturs of his prison was of the most sumpt- 
uous description. The vessels of his toilet and 
of bis table were of silver, and Saint Mar.-, 
who served him with his food, never presumed 
to sit in his presence. The order was to kill 
him the moment he uncovered his lace. The 
lame of this prisoner lias yone through all the 
countries of the world, as 

Tilt HAN IN THE IRON MASK. 

One day the prisoner wrote upon a silver 
plale, with the point of ins knite, and threw 
it out ol his window towaids a fisherman I 
boat that lay ju.-t under the wall ol his prison. 
The fisherman picked it up and carried it to 
the Goverriorof Hie Fortress, !St. .Mars, lie took 
it, greatly astonished, and asked the fisherman 
if he had read what was written upon it; and 
upon his replying that he did not know how 
to read, he had bun held in custody until he 
had the most positive proof of the tact, and 
that the plate had been seen by no one else 
he then dismissed bun, saying : "You are a 
fortunate fellow iu not knowing how to read 
Immediately after this occurrence, the Gov- 
ernor had fastened into the walls (about 
twelve feci thick), OOtslde of the one window 
of his prison, a triple net-work of strong iron 
bars. They are still to be seen there, halt 
consumed by rust. 

No demand ol the prisoner, possible to sup- 
ply, was refused bum. He had the greatest 
fondness, amounting to a kind of mania, tor 
tlie finest linen and laces. The fact is well 
rfowu tint, at the request of Madam do S unt 
Mars, Madam le Bret, her intimate friend, 
I. .... I herself at Paris in choosing the finest 
liuens and most beautiful laces, which were 
sent to bun iu prison. 

One day a frater saw something white float 
ing on the water, under the window of his 
prison. He crept around the foot of the wall, 
and drew it up, and curried it to St. Mars 
It wa9 very tightly folded up. St. Mars un- 
lolded it, and found it to be a fine linen shirt 
upon which the prisoner had written from end 
to end With an air ol great concern he asked 
the frater- ii he had the curiosity to read 
what was written upon the shirt. The latter 
protested many times that he had read nothin 
Nevertheless, two days later he was fouud 
dead in his bed. 

At another time he demanded that they 
should bring in a woman to live with him in 
his prison. A woman of Mongins was found 
willing, for the price offered, which was a lor. 
tune for her poor children. But when she was 
about entering the door of the prisou, she was 
told she was never to come out, or see her 
children, or to have any relation with any hu 
man being. She refused to be shut up with a 
prisoner whose acquaintance cost so dear. 

At one time the arrogant minister of Louis 
XIV, the inf.unous Duke du Louvois, came to 
see the prisoner, and it was observed that be 
stood up in his presence, and spoke to him with 
great respect and humility. 

In September 109d, the prisoner wa3 trans, 
ferred, still under the conduct of St. Mars, to 
the liaslilc, ia Paris, where, as one may still 



read in the journal of Monsieur du Jones, the 
King's lieutenant of the Bastile, "he died 
suddenly, on the 19th of November, 1703, at 4 
| o clock p. it.'' "Surprised oy deaih," says the 
lieutenant, "he was not able to receive the sac. 
rumen's, but our almoner exhorted him ami 
meat before he died." In the night after his 
decease, ihey buried him in the cemetery of 
the parish of St. Paul's, under the name of 
March iali, age about 40 years. On the mor- 
row of li is interment, a person bribed the grave- 
digger to uncover the body, thinking to get a 
view of the unmasked face, as the faces of the 
dead are usually unmasked. They found, in 
the place of the head, a large stone. 

"The old surgeon of the Bastile,'' says Vol- 
taire, "told me thar he h id often seen the 
tongue of this unkown, but never his face; he 
was a person admirably well made, with a 
slightly brown skin, and a most engaging 
voice. He never complained of his condi- 
tion." 

When the people of Paris took the Bastile, 
in July, 1 789, upon examining its register it was 
f mud that the leaf, corresponding to the year 
IG93, the year of his entrance Ihere, hud been 
cut out. And who was "The Man in the Iron 
Mask ?'' Many volumes have been filled with 
coujci Hirers, in which the names of men of 
many countries and various Conditions, and 
some women, loo, have figured — the L'uke of 
Beaufort, tor instance, sum. lined 

KING OF TUB II A LLES, 

who was the natural son of Cesar dc Vendome, 
the natural sou of Henry IV, by Gabriel d Es- 
trees. But at the defense ot Caudie, ill 1668, 
the Turks took this king of the Halles, cut oil 
his head, and sent it to Constantinople. The 
Duke of Monmouth was another. But, well 
aiiiucnti -ated state records prove that the 
blessed King James had him publicly executed 
iu the city of London, in lOdi. 

Malluoii, secretary of the Duke of Mautua, 
was another. And ail old physician of Cannes, 
who was called to visit him piofessioually iu 
Ins prison at St. Marguerite, declared that "The 
Man iu the Iron Mask was a woman; that he 
knew it by the feeling of his pulse. ' 

Whoever he wus, it is quite evident that the 
old fox. Cardinal Kicheiieu, and the powers he 
seived himself with, did not wish to have his 
face seen. Nor did he deem it expedient to 
conceal it at once uud forever in the grave; it 
served him belter to keep it as u menace for his 
enemies. 

In "an addition of the editor'' to the work 
of Voltaire, published iu 1771, und, TTtlMS. 
ptesXly, while he, Voltaire, was still living, 
and which "addition" the learin d bibliogra- 
pher Ucuchot, ascribes to Voltaire himself, it is 
w ritten: "The Mau in the lion M.iak was, with- 
out doubt, 

THE SON 0V ANNE OF AfSTUWt, 

ind consequently the brother of Louis XIV, 
but not the son of Louis XIII. her husband." 

Wiioever would know the whole argument 
may consul I the said "adcition of list editor" 
iu the publislud works ol Voltaire, or by a 
shoilei ( Ul may read in a letter of Benjamin 
Fi a uk ' in, written w hile he w as amtiass nlor at 
the Court of Versailles, lo John Jay, us fol- 
lows: 

' Yesterday I hud a conversation with the 
Duke de Richelieu. Ho .-eerns favorably dis- 
posed towards our cause. I (l ittered him very 
iBuch in speaking of the administration of bit 
lorious relative, the Cardinal de Itit-hclieu. I 
took advantage of this oecusiou to ask him il 
he was ignorant as lo w hom the Man in the 
Iron Mask wus, since it was quile evident that 
he must have been bom during the adiiiuiistra. 
lion of the Cardinal. My inlcrhcuiur at first 
took an air of great mystery, then, Riling me 
that the mailer in question was a secret of 
State, he revealed lo nic what follows, and 
which, without fear, I confide to you. Tin 
Iron Mask was a child of Aiiueof Austria, and 
probably the Duke of Buckingham was his 
lather. The queen, having no one ill whom 
she dared confide, threw herself into the arms 
of her enemy, the Cardinal, wiio arrangid 
every thing so us to hide the affair from the king. 
It was this event which determined Kicheiieu 
lo bring the king and the queen together — the 
latter, up lo this lime, having been considered 
barren; theme the bii th ol Louis X I V, and of 
Monsieur. The illegitimate child, at first con- 
fided lo Madame Moiioviile, was, utter the 
drutb of Kicheiieu, taken away front her by 
M Marin, who, from the age of lie teen years 
until his deal h, kepi him shut up in piisun. 
The resemblame of the captive to Louis XIV, 
was astonishing; and thence the mask they 
made him wear. They wished toavuid political 
complications as well as to hide the weakness 
of Anne of Austria." 

The story runs that Louis XIV, only knew 
ol the existence ol this elder brother from Gar* 
dinal Maxario at the hour of his death, and 
theu when uear his own end, he confided the 
secret lo the Kegent d'Orleans, from who-c 
daughter, M ile, de Valleis, afterwards Duchess 
ol Modena, Hie Duke de Kichrl'o u obtained it 
aUa period when he was her iover.

This was a proceeding for a mandamus to 
compel the Judge ol the Shelby County Court 
to issue and deliver to the Cumberland and 
Ohio Railroad Company the bonds of that 
county for the sum of $300,000, in payment of 
that amount of the subscription to the capital 
stock of the company, of $400,000, previously 
ordered to be made by the County Court, up oi 
certain specified conditions, and in conformity 
wilh the apparent will of the people of the 
county, ascertained by a popular vote. The 
Circuit Court being of the opinion that said 
subscription was valid and obligatory, and that 
the County Court, in refusing to issue the 
bonds on the application of the company, had 
transcended ils discretion and authority, per- 
emptorily ordered the issu il of the bonds of 
the county to the company for $300,000, and 
from thai mandatory order the Judge of the 
Couniy Court prosecutes this appeal. 

The Cumberland and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany wss incorporated by an act ol the Leg- 
islature of this Stale, approved February H, 
I860, and that net was amended by one ap 
proved on the 11th of March, 1870. It will 
only be necessary to slate some of the numer- 
ous provisions of said acts in presenting the 
questions involved by Ibis appeal, which seem 
lo require particular consideration. 

Although neither I'jc exact hue nor precise 
terminal point! of Ihe road are hxed by the 
charter, tiny are substantially, and, as we 
think, sutfi lently designated by the following 
provisions of section 1 2 of the original net of in. 
corporation : '-That the president and directors 
of said company are hereby vested with all 
the powers and right! necessary lo the con- 
struction of a railroad from Ihe Ohio river

With all the advantages 
of the American system, which we bear so 
highly coin... ended, we venture lo say that 
the existence of a Slate tax on insurance is 
proof of ihe existence of a relic of barbarism

insurance offices and their funds. At first 
sight the existence of large accumulated funds, 
managed by and iu the custody of officers oc- 
cupying stalely malisons, is a fact w hich may 
well lead ignorant theorists to suppose they 
have found a sale and profitable source of in- 
come lor the State. Wo consider that this 
view simply amounts to a confusion of ideas 
iu the minds of amateur financiers. Life and 
tire insurance, especially the former, is a di- 
rect means of elevating the social position of 
every person participating therein. If every 
per»ou possessed a file policy, there would be 
tew or no paupers iu Ihe uexl generation. It 
is therefore tue direct interest of the State to 
encourage Ihe practice of insurance, lo Iree it 
Iroui trammels, to spread tho kuuwledgc ol its 
benefits, and lo aliow every one lopaiticpale 
iu its operations al cost price, iu this COUOtTJ 
we nave arrived at u Sound conclusion on the 
subject, alter mauy years of hollies, fierce and 
prolonged, Willi successive Chancellors of ttie 
Kscbequer. Insurance iu Great Britain is 
practically free. Tue only profit to lue Slate 
is from a slump of one shining per cent, ou 
each life policy wueii issued, una one penny 
ou each renewal receipt. Uu lite policies the 
sole charge is Ihe penny stamp ou the 
policy, and the penny slump uu the re- 
newal receipts. It is liucerely tube wished, 
and is conl.deully expected, Unit ihe enlight- 
enment of ihe Legislature vvill be appreciated 
and taken advantage of, it uot Ibis year or 
next, before very long. 

We are sorry to observe lhat our cousins 
over the waters do uoi yet appear to be able lo 
convince Iheir represcului ivus in the Stale gov- 
ernments to give up taxing provident habits, 
and to cease .mm making the prudent aud ut- 
teciiouale father or husuaud pay a lax tioin 
w hich til! scllisu and shorl-s.giiled mau is ex- 
empt. Glass Duration is always prejudicial lo 
the interest of the Stale. American statesmen 
will find their continuance o. a special lax oil 
the most patriotic, the most industrious, aud 
the most valuable members ot the coinmuuiiy, 
lo be a practical misiaae and a political blun- 
der. Toli-gutes bavtj beeu abolished iu large 
numbers to Great Britain, and tuey will before 
long cease to exist ailogeiher. Tue principle 
upon which this is being doue is, that the roads 
arc good lor the general purposes of the Stale, 
and not merely lor the travellers thereon. Lite 
assurance companies are national bcuctus, Uke 

the poet -office, and if the Americans are clear- 
sighted enough lo tree their roads and post- 
oince from an} financial restrictions even at a 
loss, they should oe w ise euougli lo cMend the 
same freedom lo insurance offices. To make a 
man pay the Stale lor the privilege of Insur- 
ing his lire or properly, is one of those extra- 
ordinary blu.ideisou the part of a government 
which can only be explained by dense igno- 
rance of the principles, objects, and results ot 
life ami fire insurance.

from its surroundings will Soon become a plate 
of much importance. 

Leaving Fremont the railroad comes close to 
Platte river on the north side, and keeps in 
sight of the old cmigraut road for many miles, 
over which thousands toiled with their niule 
and ox teams in days gone by. One could but 
imagine what resoluiiou the thousands had, 
wiio passed np ibis river, with nothing but the 
wilds of nature to be seen, excepting now and 
then an Indian or some loving animal. 

If sickness come, there was lafferiof, and 
often no means of alleviaiion. It d->ath. rude 
burial, when the loved one's remains were 
placed in ihe ground, with nothing about them 
but ibeir blankets and the cold earth. 

None but those who had friends or relatives 
thus laid away, can appreciate the sadness of 
heart such losses occasioned. I was with lever 
enough upon me, when in dreamy condition, 
to create the images in my imagination of 
long lines of wagons passing up the river 
Willi men, women, and children to be seen in 
the caravans. 1 fancied I could he ir the team- 
sters encouraging their tired animals, or some 
rough fellow cursing his nearly worn out oxen: 
"Whoa haw Buck, gee Bright ; h — I d — u ye, 
Bwitcbiug*yout t.tii atoond the tongue, instead 
of keeping the (lies oil With it. : Tneu again 
would come the attack of the Indians, the War- 
hoo(>, the light, and, perhaps, Ihe massacre of 
a whole traiu. 

Those d.ns are' pest, and that class of our 
fellow-countrymen have eilher settled down 
in the agricultural districts, made fortunes in 
ihe mines, or passed away, it is to be Loped, 
to abetter life. Tlie Indians have beeu loiced 
on toother hunting grounds, and here and there 
tin- whites are building their habitations and 
beginning to till the earth. The Platte river is 
very wide and shallow, and continually chang- 
ing its bed, which is made up ot a yellowish 
■and, into which men and minimis often sink 
almost as soon as they Mep upon it. 

The v.JIcvs of the Piatte in the spring must 
look beautifal, when covered with a rich coal- 
ing of grass, and decorated with (lowers; but 
when we passed over them, the heal and 
drought of the summer had destroyed their 
beauties. The river is not navigable tor any- 
thing but a light chip, and that would, in all 
probability, ground on an island or a sand-b.tr 
before It would float a half mile, 
to be lall enough in it to have the waters 
taken from it lor irrigation, and doubtless 
this will be the use made of the stream very 
sot} n. 

North Bend, F-ome 15 miles from Fremont, 
is a nice little village, of some three or lour 
hundred inhabitants. It is situated near the 
river bank, and in the midst ot a good body of 
land. From here we rode near the river bank 
for some miles, anil could see that the chief 
growth of limber on it was cotton wood. 

An enterprising people might soon have 
large tracts of land covered with this growth 
of limber, and with locust and maple, all last 
growers, and useful for umber and fuel. The 
elevation at North Bend is between twelve and 
thirteen hundred feet. 

Some fourteen or fifteen miles further on is 
Schuyler, the county seat of Colfax county. 
Tuese names will keep it forever a small. po - 
tato lovvn — a pin. hook sort of place. If the 
people shall ever appreciate the names properly 
they will, for their own interests, have them 
changed. Schuyler, Colfax, brings up in mem- j 
ory the smail doings of a small Kadiral. during 
the war and since He, like Chase, had tuo 
ol'ien boasted of having educated himself into 
a disregard of a COOStitUtloAal obligation, ever 
lo be treated in any other light than as a 
pestiferous little concern.

fclay and Buchanan — Iotersatinft Ee&inis- 
oenees. 

(From tho Washington Chronicle. 1 
Henry Clay never lully forgave James Bucli- 
4i*n for the part ha played in lS2-*-'25 in 
the celebrated bargain and sale by which it 
Vras charged that Clay gave the vote o!' Ken- 
tucky to John Quincy Adams lor President 
instead of Oeu. Jackson, iu consideration ol 
his subsequent appointment by Adams to the 
department of State. Buchanan was then a 
Represenalive in Congress from the old Lan- 
caster, Chester, and Delaware district in Penn- 
sylvania. Chosen originally as a Federalist, 
be became a Democrat under the iniluence of 
Jackson s popularity, while Clay, originally a 
Democrat, became a violent Whig antagonist 
ol Jackson aud his party. In 1824- 5, Buch- 
auau was in his thirty-tilth year, and Clay in 
his forty-eiglilh. The accusation that Clay- 
had supported Adams for a place in his cabi- 
net, long insisted upon by his adversaries, 
aroused the biiterest passions, aud was haught- 
ily aud iudignautly repelled by himself. He 
was made to believe tbat 4 the story was started 
by the young imniher from Lancaster, but this 
was always denied by the latter, and he wrote 
several letters effectually disproving it, hut 
they were not satisfactory to the imperious 
Keuluckian. It will he recollected that John 
Kaudolph, of Virginia, was one of Clay's 
fiercest assailants, and he carried bis enmity so 
far that it led to a duel between them, which 
terminated without bloodflied. Some ten years 
later, Clay and Buchanan were both in the 
United Stat«s Senate together, ami the latter 
was one of the leaders of the Democracy. Ciay 
did not conceal his dislike of tiie Pennsjlva- 
nian, and sought every occasion to show il. 
One memorable day he rose and made a studied 
attack upou the Democrats, and especially 
upon (jell. Jackson. .Mr. Buchanan was put 
forward to answer him, which he did with his 
best ability. When he took his seal, Mr. Clay- 
rose, with well leigned surprise, and sarcasti- 
cally remarked that "he had made no allusion 
to the Senator from Pennsylvania. He was 
referring to the leaders, not to the subordi- 
nates ol the Democracy. ' Upon which Buch- 
anan took the Door and said that the 
Senator from Kentucky was certainly iu 
error, becuusehehad pointedly and repeatedly 
looked at him while he was speaking. 
Clay quickly aud sneeriugly retorted by allud 
ing to liuchauau's slight obliquity of vision. 
"I beg to sav, Mr. President, he remarked, 
"thai the mistake was the Senator s, aud not 
mine. Unlike him, sir, I do not look one way 
aud row another.'' It was a cruel thrust: aud 
when a gentleman reproached Clay for his 
bashuess, he shrugged bis shoulders, and said 
"Ob, d — n bin], he deserved it ! He writes 
Utters.'' Ou another occasion Buchanan de- 
fended himself against the charge of hostility 
to th* second war with Englaud by showing 
that he had formed a troop of Lancaster horse, 
aud rode to Baltimore to resist the invader. 
"Yes, Mr. President,' was Clay's prompt re- 
joinder, "1 remember that event, and I remem- 
ber also that by the time the Senator got into 
Maryland the enemy had lied. Doubtless they 
had heard of the approach of tbe distinguished 
gentleman and retired before the prestige of bit 
courage." * 

But time, if it does not make all things even, 
raol lilies the passions of men. Br. Buchanan 
was loo much a man of the world — too accom- 
plished a courtier — not to Soften the asperity 
of so proud a spirit as Clay. They frequent If 
met in society iu alter years, especially at the 
dinner-table. If they did not become lrieuds. 
they at least ceased to be enemies. And iu 
1356. when Buchanan became the Democratic 
candidate lor President, he had no more hearly 
supporter than the son of the great Keuluck- 
ian, James B. Clay, who, after having served in 
the Confederate army, died at Montreal on the 
29th of January, 1864. 

Benton, who had always opposed Buchanan's 
aspirations, because he regarded bint as weak 
and timid, powerfully championed him in that 
year, even against his own son-in-law, Fre- 
mont. RufUf C'hoate, Webster's nearest friend, 
Was on the same side; so were John Van Buren 
and his father, notwithstanding both held 
Buchanan's friends accountable for the iiomiua. 
lion of Polk in 1814. Webster himself, had 
he lived, would, I think, have voted the same 
way; and perhaps Henry Clay would have pre- 
texted the man who so solemnly pledged him- 
self to put an end to the slavery agitation. 
They both died, Clay in September nnd Web- 
ster in Uctober of 1852, nnd so were spared 
the mortification of Chonte, Benton aud the 
Van HurenS, when James Buchanan yielded lo 
the fire-eaters and tried to force slavery into 
Kausas.
